Foreign ican business methods are given by the 
Eyes. British consul at Chicago, Mr. Wynd- 


ham, in a report to the British Foreign Office. 

The commercial success in the United States, and 
especially of the city at which he is located, is described 
by Consul Wyndham as being due in part “to the edu- 
cation which teaches the boy independence and knowl- 
edge of their future responsibilities, and does not set 
the professions above business as a means of gaining a 
living. 

“Athletics of all kinds'are much encouraged in 
schools and universities, but very few men continue 
to take part in them after completing their education. 
Americans are as fond of outdoor life, shooting and 
fishing as are the men of any European country, but 
they gratify their taste as a relaxation only and never 
allow it to interfere with their business. 

“Another cause of success is the keeping of the 


money which has been made in the business and the 
brains which have made the business, in it as long as 


possible, and great thought is devoted to arrangements 
whereby, after the death of the builder of the business, 
it shall not fall into the hands of his heirs, unless they 
are practically fitted to take care of it. 

“Another and probably the chief cause is the reward 
of merit. The percentage of men fitted for the highest 
posts in business is very small compared with the total 
numbers employed, and the heads of the big businesses, 
bank corporations and wholesale firms, are always look- 
ing out for men, not only among those already in their 
employ, but also outside, capable of filling some post 
under them. To these men, when found, large salaries 
are given, which are drawn by them as long as they 
show that they are capable of earning them. Men em- 
ployed in business houses of all descriptions are encour- 
aged to discover new methods of carrying on the busi- 
ness which may in any way lessen the cost of produc- 
tion or carrying on business, and specialization is car- 
ried on to an extreme point. 
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“The advantage of a well-dressed show window in 
every kind of retail trade is more than ever understood, 
and very great trouble, expense and ingenuity are used 
in getting good results. Many shops now put mechani- 
cal toys in the windows to attract the attention of pass- 
ers by. The trade papers are also taking up the subject 
and give illustrations and ideas. 

“In machine shops and factories the use of the best 
machinery is understood and appreciated by the men, 
but the success of the American manufacturer would 
appear to be owing not to the machinery but to the 
system of shop management. Every man appears to be 
fully aware that success depends upon his doing his 
best work, and no idleness is tolerated in any one. The 
highest positions in a shop are open to any one who 
can prove his worth and every man works with this 
incentive. 

“Many visitors from the United Kingdom blame 
the men there because the same results are not obtained 
from machinery as is done here, but the more the fac- 
tories are seen the more certain it becomes that it is the 
incentive to work and the energy of the managers, su- 
perintendents, and foremen, and the example set by 
them that has the wonderful effect on the output. This 
holds good in every kind of trade and business. In 
one factory the manager, in six months, doubled the 
output at an increase of 5 per cent expense by re-ar- 
ranging the machinery. A great fault of the Chicago 
system is the difficulty of a man over 45 finding work. 
There are many men in good positions over that age 
who will in all probability retain them for some years 
and retire on a pension, but a new comer of that age 
has little chance of employment as he cannot expect to 
learn new ways. A man who is out of work at that age 
is regarded with suspicion, especially when trade is 
good, because if he had proved that he was worth his 
position, which should be a good one after many years’ 
service, he would not have been forced out, or if he 
had, some other firm which had come into contact with 
him in business would try to secure his services. No 
man can get on in Chicago who works with one eye on 
the clock or grudgingly, and the man who is rewarded 
by promotion has shown himself ready to put his work 
before his personal wishes and in many cases has of- 
fered to help in other departments when necessary, in 
this way acquiring a comprehensive knowledge of the 
work being done. 

“It is the purpose and aim of this consulate to keep 
in touch, as far as possible, with the business men, so 
as to be in a position to assist agents of British com- 
mercial houses coming here on business or in answer- 
ing inquiries, but it is of no use if the agents fail to 
come to the consulate for assistance or if merchants at 
home make no inquiries. The number of inquiries on 
commercial matters have increased considerably during 
the past year, but no idea can be formed as to what as- 
sistance the information given has proved. These in- 
quiries are not answered until as many persons as pos- 
sible, engaged in the trade mentioned, have been in- 
terviewed, and every effort is made that the informa- 
tion given shall be reliable. Great courtesy is shown by 
every one in assisting the consulate in obtaining in- 
formation, government, state, city officials, and mer- 
chants giving all the assistance requested. 

“It is reported that the French government is te 
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found schools in the United States for young men to 
study economic science and engineering. The report- 
ed plans are to keep about 200 boys for a four-year 
course in New York and Chicago for economic science, 
and in Pittsburg and Chicago for engineering. At 
these places American methods would studied and the 
energy absorbed, and after the course is completed the 
young men will return to France to put the ideas and 
methods they have gathered into practical use. The 
experiment will be interesting, especially as to how the 
young men of 21 to 24 will persuade the older men to 
adopt their methods, and whether on their return to 
the old conditions they will not either fall into the ways 
of conducting business there or desert their country 
and return to a place where their methods will be ac- 
ceptable. 

“The consular district of Chicago covers fourteen 
states, having total area of over 1,000,000 square miles, 
with 19,000,000 inhabitants. Over 300,000 square 
miles are still vacant and there are about 19,000 re- 
served as forests. Of the land still open to settlement 
over one-quarter is arid or semi-arid, and much of the 
other is rough mountain land. There are thirty cities 
in the district, each with over 25,000 inhabitants. Al! 
these are manufacturing towns to some extent, and in 
Illinois, lowa, and Wisconsin every small town has one 
or more factories at work. Furniture factories are 
scattered all over these states, and many manufacturers 
have found the advantage of starting in small towns, 
especially near the lakes, to be saving in rent, wages, 
owing to less cost of living, and raw material. 

“The trade for the past year has been the best ever 
known.” 


RANDOF SKETCHES. 





BY SIDNEY ARNOLD. 

MANKIND has ever shown a preference for the con- 
crete rather than the abstract. Many of the great prob- 
lems of civilization and progress which have been suc- 
cessfully worked out for the general betterment of the 
race, have been entirely beyond the intellectual grasp 
of the great masses of the people. The people are inter- 
ested in leaders rather than in movements. It is the per- 
sonal element, the flesh and blood man or woman that 
people idolize as the type of the movement. In many 
cases men who sit in the high places of history are 
famous simply for their arrival on the scene at an op- 
portune time. The popular ideas and popular imagina- 
tion have been in a highly combustible state when some 
man, like Martin Luther, for example, has come along 
and applied the match that caused a conflagration set- 
ting the world on fire. Luther certainly deserves credit 
for the stand that he took, and it is far from my wish 
to detract one iota from the wreath of fame that en- 
velops this heroic medieval figure. But had Luther 
lived a hundred years earlier than he did, he might 
have wasted a week’s output of the Diamond Match Co. 
without leaving even the faintest flicker of light on the 
waters of Lethe. Had he lived a hundred years later 
than he did he might have achieved some modest suc- 
cess, but nothing at all commensurate with his present 
fame. Germany was ripe for some such movement as 
Luther’s, and if he had not taken the initiative some 
one else undoubtedly would. The entire movement is, 





however, handed down to popular fancy as strictly a 
movement initiated by Luther. This is due to the 
dominating influence of his masterly personality. It 
is a triumph of the concrete over the abstract. We 
see the same thing around us every day. It is a popu- 
lar fancy that James Gordon Bennett sits at a table in 
the Herald office and writes out the leading editorials 
of that paper, while, as a matter of fact, he has not set 
foot in the Herald office for over five years. P. D. 
Armour, Geo. M. Pullman, Joseph Medill and others 
have built up enormous business properties through the 
application of their aggressive personality to specific 
lines of commercial endeavor. These architects of 
great business systems have passed away, but the struc- 
tures whose growth and power was so largely inter- 
woven with the personnel of the men who gave their 
time, brains and very self to make these interests what 
they are, are greater to-day, more influential and are 
doing business on an even wider plane than in the days 
when their founders were alive. A friend of mine is 
the proprietor of a trade paper, and from its start his 
personality has been deeply interwoven with that of 
his paper. His aggressive tactics in pushing this pa- 
per to the front and in doing everything in his power 
year by year to make it as effective as possibly in up- 
holding and furthering the interests of the retailer, job- 
ber and manufacturer has brought him into unusual- 
ly close touch with all branches of the trade. His per- 
sonal acquaintance is surprisingly large not only with 
the manufacturers and jobbers, but with the retail 
world, as he probably knows twenty times as many re- 
tailers in his line by name as all owners and employes 
of competing papers combined. 

About three months ago this trade journalist was 
taken seriously ill, and was forced to entirely drop the 
paper to which he had given his constant and unremit- 
ting personal supervision week in and week out ever 
since its foundation. As no mention was made of his 
siege of bad health in the paper in question not many 
people in the entire trade were aware that any change 
from previous conditions had taken place in the man- 
agement of this paper. In spite of the fact that the 
gubernatorial hand was temporarily absent from the 
helm, this journalistic venture, instead of losing ground 
during this period, actually increased its business, both 
the editorial and the advertising departments showing 
up better on their proprietor’s return than they did on 
his departure. 

This improved result is not to be taken as a reflec- 
tion upon, but rather as a credit to the proprietor of 
this journal, as the success of the paper during his en- 
forced sojourn at a health resort was brought about by 
following out lines that he had spent hours in reflec- 
tion upon and had decided superior to other methods of 
procedure. His policy with his employes had been one 
designed to cultivate self-reliance as well as obedience, 
and hence in a crisis like the one mentioned these quali- 
ties did not need to be developed on the spur of the 
moment. The increased success of the aforesaid paper 
is largely due of course to the natural momentum of 
successful management along correct lines in the past 
as it has made itself a resolute advocate of trade jus- 
tice, hewing to the line and letting the chips fall where 
they may, and this resolute honesty has given it a char- 
acter which can only be taken away by some future act 








of suicidal folly entirely out of harmony with its past 
principles. Innuendoes of jealous rivals expressed in 
the form of an unnecessary and hypocritical sympathy 
are but the unmasking of chronic envy and in face of 
the stubborn triumphant facts of the matter can no 
more hamper the progress of my friend’s paper than 
Mrs. Partington can sweep back the waves of the At- 
lantic ocean with her trusty broom.

I was in Buffalo the other day, and during a brief 
sojourn in that prosperous and enterprising city I 
found many things which will doubtless prove of in- 
terest to the hardware trade. A western man will be 
naturally impressed on alighting from the train at the 
number of picturesque street Arabs, each with a boot- 
black’s kit on his back, strenuously soliciting patronage. 
This feature of the streets of Eastern cities has been 
supplanted in Chicago and nearly all other western cit- 
ies by the indoor shining parlors with their corps of 
Italian bootblacks. 

There are plenty of dandelions in Buffalo—the front 
lawns, parks and vacantelots are one mass of this pretty 
flower. Buffalo is certainly to be complimented on her 
many miles of asphalt pavement, her street car service, 
magnificent shipping facilities, by both land and water, 
and the go-aheadativeness of her citizens. | was in- 
terested in strolling down Main street in looking at 
the windows of the large retail hardware house of 
Weed & Co., located at 292-298, that street. This firm 
probably will bear the palm for being the most liberal 
advertisers among the retail hardware fraternity. While 
newspaper advertising is unquestionably the best pub- 
licity investment that a hardware dealer can make, as it 
is certain to reach and hold the attention of the house- 
hold buyers, it can be seriously questioned if Willie, 
aged nineteen, and Sally, aged seventeen, are as much 
given to the perusal of newspaper advertisements as 
their elders, who do the family purchasing. While the 
rising generation are not particularly interested in 
stoves or table knives, washing machinery or rat traps, 
they are certainly keenly attentive to anything in the 
sporting line, and it seems to me that this Buffalo 
hardware house have admirably supplemented their 
double column advertisements in the Express, Courier 
and other Buffalo publications by their splendid win- 
dow display of the implements used in various outdoor 
pastimes. One of their windows shows a fine line of 
camera supplies of every conceivable kind, while the 
other is filled with bicycle, fishing, base ball and tennis 
sundries. While we are on this subject of advertising | 
would say that I think there is a useful pointer for 
many retail dealers in the decorative scheme employed 
by Towns & Wright, a wholesale paint firm located 
at 230 Washington street, that city. You can tell the 
habitat of these people several blocks away, as the 
front of their establishment is gaudier than the gaudi- 
est crazy quilt that ever happened. It is a brick build- 
ing and one brick is tinted a cerulean blue while its 
neighbor is a cherry red. There are vermilion bricks, 
and olive bricks, white bricks, pink bricks, salmon 


bricks and yellow bricks. While I would not wholly 


approve of any hardware dealer following this color 
scheme of this paint firm to the extremes that they 
have done, still it seems to me that a hardware dealer 
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handling paints could advertise them very strikingly 
by painting the side of his store, if he is fortunate 
enough to be located on a corner or next to a vacant 
lot, with stripes of blue, red, white, green and other 
tints. These would not only attract attention to his 
line of paints, but he could show a prospective cus- 
tomer exactly how some special tint he desired looked 
in actual use. 

A few of the Pan-American buildings are still stand- 
ing, but the greater part of the buildings which formed 
the glory of the 1901 exposition have already been re- 
duced to their constituent materials by the colossal 


salvage operations of the Chicago House Wreck- 
ing Co. When one sees their splendid  sys- 
tem for dismantling. buildings, one can _ see 
how they can afford to pay such a price as 
$132,000 for the privilege of wrecking this 


grand fair. Of course, the experience they had in per- 
forming a similar task for the Chicago and Omaha 
exposition gave them many pointers which are very 
useful to them to-day. 

The Buffalo manufacturers are to be complimented 
on the attractiveness of their factory surroundings, as 
many of the leading factories are located on asphalt 
paved streets and have pretty grass plots in front. The 
territory along the Niagara River can very properly 
be classed with Buffalo commercially. The power of 
the falls has been very successfully harnessed, as is 
shown by the number of aluminum, calcium carbide, 
lead reduction, chemical and stretched 
along the Niagara River, all of which require a large 
degree of power.

suffalo is also to be complimented on her enterpris- 
ing and aggressive Manufacturers’ Club, who are just 
inaugurating a scheme which I believe could be taken 
up with a considerable degree of profit by local hard- 
ware organizations in a number of our smaller cities. 
This scheme consists in the manufacturers and mer- 
chants of Buffalo patronizing only those railroads 
which give the best service to competitive points. In 
order to learn which railroad company is entitled to 
the business at Dunkirk, let us say, Secretary Bowen, 
of the Manufacturers’ Club, is having postal cards 
printed which are addressed to him. These cards will 
be sent to each merchant and manufacturer who be- 
longs to the club to be sent out with each shipment of 
goods to a competitive point. The reverse side of each 
card bears a number of blank spaces which are to be 
filled out. The spaces give room for the name of the 
firm, the date of shipment, destination, station shipped 
from and initial railroad or freight line. The con- 
signee is expected to fill in his name and the date of 
the receipt of the goods. 

When these records come in Mr. Bowen will tabu- 
late them and on comparison find out which road dur- 
ing a given month has made the best time on the deliv- 
eries. Thus for Dunkirk it would lie between the Lake 
Shore, Nickel Plate and Erie railroads. If the Erie 
road gave the best service members of the club would 
be instructed to send out all their shipments to Dun- 
kirk via the Erie and that company would get the bene- 
fit of its good service. 

In speaking of his plan, Mr. Bowen said: 

“We can increase the efficiency of the railroads to 
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Buffalo manufacturers and wholesale houses in the 
way of making prompt deliveries of shipments to con- 
signees. Each member of the Manufacturers’ Club 
who ships goods will be furnished with the cards al- 
ready printed. The postals will be sent out with each 
lot of merchandise to a point where two or more rail- 
roads are competing for business. 

“The proposition is eminently fair, as it gives each 
railroad an equal opportunity to get the business by do- 
ing the quickest work. Furthermore, the competition 
between them will help Buffalo as quick deliveries will 
certainly enliven trade.” 

Why cannot the four or five hardware dealers in 
some junction point or the merchants’ association of 
some of our thriving smaller cities take up this same 
idea that the Buffalo manufacturers are working upon ? 
Why could not the different dealers keep pad on the 
service received from the different railroads and after 
carefully weighing the different roads they could eas- 
ily find out which one gave the promptest service, the 
most attractive rates, the quickest and most harmoni- 
ous adjustment of complaints and the minimum number 
of breakages and damage to goods in transit. As soon 
as it was known that the hardware men and other mer- 
chants in a certain city were signers of an agreement to 
give their united patronage to the road giving them the 
best service, there is no question but that they would 
get better service, considered from every standpoint, 
than they are getting to-day. 

Buffalo is to have a new railroad, two blast furnaces, 
a large modern steel elevator and a foundry, the whole 
to involve an initial expenditure of over $10,000,000. 
There is no question but that this beautiful and aggres- 
sive city has a brilliant future before her. 

Goodyear, Rogers & Goodyear, of which firm Wil- 
lian A. Rogers, of Rogers, Brown & Co., is president, 
are going to build a new railroad into Buffalo, erect 
two blast furnaces, a modern elevator, and a foundry 
there, the whole to cost in the vicinity of $10,000,000.

FRANK Spearman, who is well versed in railroad 
matters of all kinds, states in a recent article in the 
Saturday Evening Post that the work of the railroads 
under the latest consolidations can be done by fewer 
officials and a smaller force of operatives, and says 
that the result has been the dismissal of many em- 
ployes, and the overworking of those who are left. 
His stirring indictment of this system of things is as 
follows : 

In the wake of every new financing of railway sys- 
tems comes a stress on the overworked railroad man- 
ager not only to maintain, but forever to increase his 
freight earnings; not merely to keep abreast of his 
high record, but always to surpass it. Never has this 
stress been so fierce as it is to-day. Here the strenu- 
ous principle clutches like an airbrake. All that Amer- 
ican brains can suggest, all that American ingenuity 
can devise, is concentrated on this single problem, 
because on greatly increased capitalization—on fabu- 
lous prices paid for the controlling at times of the 
traffic of half a continent—a stream of earnings must 
be sent constantly into the vaults of two or three of 
the great banking houses of New York city. 

This is the truth lying behind many late railroad 








wrecks that, under the new conditions of traffic rail- 
roading, freight crews are worked to death and rail- 
road owners have grown tonnage crazy. When you 
step into a sleeping car, your dangers are not very 
much in the train that speeds you on ‘your journey. 
The wheels under you, the rails that bear the wheels, 
all the complicated mechanism that contributes to your 
comfort and speed, are to-day, on good lines, prac- 
tically flawless. The danger is outside your train and 
your track; it is in the train ahead of you or behind 
you or steaming beside you on the passing track. 
Every division that your flyer covers so swiftly is alive 
with freight trains that must keep out of your way; 
if they fail it means a wreck, and the wreck of a pas- 
senger train means mutilation, conflagration, horror, 
death. 


From Kuhlow’s German Trade Review we learn that 
a serious blow has been struck at the export trade of 
sewing machines to Germany by the levy of a prohibi- 
tive tariff upon this domestic article. 


THerE is talk in Germany of a combination of all the 
iron and steel industries in that country, for the pur- 
pose of resisting the “American invasion” and with a 
view to increasing exports. The Germans certainly 
have the right to combine, if they so desire, and they 
may achieve desirable results by organization and by 
the adoption of systems which shall reduce the cost of 
production. But the aggressions of the American in- 
dustry are not specially threatening to them just now. 
Our own establishments have all they can do to supply 
the home demand, they have been importing pig iron, 
and Canada has just sent an order for steel rails to 
Germany because she could not obtain them promptly 
in the United States. There seems, in fact, to be room 
enough and business for all; and America, being over- 
loaded with prosperity in this line, will be glad to see 
activity in the German furnaces and mills. People have 
been predicting a reaction, but it is not yet in sight. 
The iron and steel business is imposing in its magni- 
tude. 


THE conditions of commerce and trade in this coun- 
try have changed materially from former times. There 
was a time in the early struggle of our industrial exist- 
ence when capital was the main basis of credit. The 
rate for money was high. Means of communication 
and transportation were crude, and a merchant with a 
fair capital, even with limited business ability was able 
to hold his own in rural towns and small cities. To- 
day the department store and the catalogue house are 
cutting a dangerous swath into the trade of the retail 
merchants throughout the country, making competition 
more strenuous than ever. 

Cheap transportation by electric roads from the 
country towns to the cities is also a large factor in re- 
ducing the business of the rural merchant, and capital 
alone is not sufficient to fight against such odds. In 
this commercial fight the ammunition of capital is soon 
exhausted in inexperienced hands. Business in this 
age, like everything in life, works on the principle of 
the survival of the fittest. And, therefore, the essential 
requirements for success should be competency, experi- 
ence, honesty and close application to business.

President Parlin then delivered his annual address as fol- 


lows: 


ADDRESS OF PRESIDENT PARLIN. 


A WELL ESTABLISHED ORGANIZATION. 

It becomes my pleasant duty to welcome you, as mem- 
bers and guests, to the thirty-first annual convention of the 
National Association of Stove Manufacturers of the United 
States, an association whose age is ample justification for 
its existence, a compliment to the character of its member- 
ship, and a monument to the wisdom and foresight of its 
founders. 

In accepting the honor of presiding over your delibera- 
tions, I stated that you could easily have made a wiser 
choice; not that I would withhold my efforts or any ability 
I possessed from your service, but I feared that such talent 
as I had was not of the kind best adapted to the require- 
ments of the position. I must, therefore, ask your kind in- 
dulgence and forbearance during the deliberations of this 
body at this time. 


A YEAR OF GREAT PROSPERITY. 


We have under close review for our future guidance 
the first year of the twentieth century. 


It has been a year

of great prosperity for our country, and the industry we 
represent has enjoyed, perhaps, its full’ proportion. It is 
undoubtedly true that more heating and cooking apparatus 
was made and sold in the United States during the past year 
than ever before in the history of our business. The margin 
for profit, however, constantly decreases; nevertheless, we 
may congratulate ourselves upon finding our profit and loss 
balance on the right side of the ledger. This is owing largely, 
I believe, to the influence emanating from this body through 
the local associations it has created and fostered. The past 
few years have demonstrated that while a condition could 











exist and did exist, that made a serious shortage in manu- 
facturing capacity in many lines of industry, our ability to 
produce stoves is so much in advance of the natural de- 
mand, that an abnormal requirement, such as occurred in 
1899, caused us no serious embarrassment, and the demand 


was readily supplied. We can learn but one lesson from 

this, namely, that our surplus capacity, unless intelligently 

handled, will destroy the profit under ordinary conditions, 
and our energy and capital will be inevitably wasted. 

NEARING THE CREST OF PROSPERITY’S 

We are now nearing, if we are not already at the crest, 

of the present wave of national prosperity. To change the 

simile, we may liken the present period to the highest peak

of a mountain range. It is our proud privilege to have 
come up from the valley of hard times and profitless busi- 
ness to our present position, an eminence never before at- 
tained, where we can look back upon lower peaks hereto- 
fore reached, and the dark valleys between that we, and 
others, have traversed; but the mist of uncertainty veils our 
forward view. Have we reached the top? Is there a plateau 
where we may enjoy a season of comparative rest and pros- 
perity? And if so, what is its extent? Of one thing we 
may be sure. There is a valley not far ahead, and we must 
be prepared to make the descent. As a united body, work- 
ing wisely for mutual protection, we can do so in safety, 
but not otherwise. 
A MOST NOBLE CALLING. 

I apprehend that no greater or more useful work can 
be done by this convention than to consider this problem. 
Actual consolidation of interests by the formation of a so- 
called trust has had the attention of our members to a far 
greater degree during the past year than ever before. I 
am heartily in sympathy with any movement that aims to 
build up our particular industry along legitimate lines. Ours 
is a most noble calling. The comfort, the health, and to a 
great degree the happiness of the entire people are in our 
hands. It is a great responsibility, and he who so regards it, 
and gives his life’s best efforts to making the world better 
for his having lived in it, is entitled to some more substan- 
tial reward than the consciousness of having done his duty. 

AN IDEAL CONSOLIDATION. 

The history of consolidations in the past has shown that 
to be successful a high order of talent is necessary in the 
management. Those conceived by greed and born in the 
home speculation have had as a rule but a short and 
sickly existence, and had better never have seen the light 
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I can imagine an ideal condition; a combination of interests 
that would be invincible; where able and earnest minds, re- 
lieved from the petty annoyances of competition with one 
another, could be devoted to the improvement of the methods 
of manufacture and distribution of products, to the end that 
the consumer should procure better goods at lower prices 
than ever before, and yet capital and labor each receives its 
just regard. 
PROGRAM 
There has been placed in your hands a program, with 
subjects outlined for your consideration at this time, and I 
trust they will each receive your careful attention. Prece- 
dent may require me to address you somewhat at length on 
these and other subjects with which you are more or less 
familiar. I cannot hope to hold your attention as well, or 
impart the information that my abler predecessors have done, 
so shall not take the valuable time of the convention by at- 
tempting to do so, save in the briefest possible manner. 
NOTABLE SUCCESSES 
Many notable successes in our trade have been achieved 
by those who have concentrated their efforts upon the manu- 
facture of one article; and the conspicuous failures have 
been made by those who have over-extended their lines in 
the foundry and pattern shop, and sought distant markets 
for the distribution of their product. I therefore recom- 
mend for your consideration, whether or not we cannot wisely 
reduce oyr pattern account as well as our distributive ex- 
penses by confining our efforts largely to such territory as

is contiguous to our foundries. We should naturally re- 
ceive more or less business from all parts of the country 
through correspondence; but branch houses, and a large 
corps of travelers, attempting to sell New England made goods 
in the west, and vice versa, will in my opinion, in the long 
run, prove to be a delusion and a snare. For what shall it 
profit a man if he shall gain all the trade of his competitors 
and lose his own capital, to say nothing of his peace of 
mind ? 


LEADERS OF THE WORLD. 


We have long led the world in the manufacture of heat- 
ing and cooking apparatus. Our industry needs no protec- 
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tive tariffs, for nowhere are stoves made so well or sold 
so cheaply as in the United States. In this respect we hold 
the proud position of having led all other industries. But 
alas for our balance sheets, we make our goods so well, and 
they last so long, that the volume of sales possible is much 
restricted, and a profit that would be considered large on 
an article of daily consumption is not sufficient to pay the 
expenses absolutely necessary under present conditions to 
produce and market our product. 

I am, perhaps, threshing old straw in referring to these 
well-known facts, but I have felt that it was a subject that 
could not be too often impressed upon our minds and at- 
tention. 

Even the most casual review of the past year would be 
most incomplete if reference were not made to the many 
notable events that have occurred since we last met, and 
which have kept this country continually in the eye of the 
entire world. 

A MODERN POMPEII. 

As we were leaving our homes to attend this convention, 
the greatest catastrophe of modern times was visited upon 
an island adjoining our shores. We stand aghast at the 
horror, and our minds fail to grasp its extent, but our 
sympathy goes out in fullest measure, and our means are 
freely offered to help the survivors. 

EVENTS OF THE PAST YEAR. 

When we were last assembled a panic occurred which 
shook the very foundation of the financial world, and from 
which it has hardly recovered at the present time. But a 
few short months later an event took place which created 
a far greater shock because involving the entire nation, and 
causing every citizen, however humble, to feel that he had 
sustained a personal loss. The tragic death of President 
McKinley, who has truly been called the best beloved of all 
the rulers of our land, cast a gloom over every city and vil- 
lage, from Maine to Florida, and from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific coast. Of him, as of few, it could truly be said 
“He has fought.the good fight; he has finished his course; 
he has kept the faith. Henceforth there is laid up for him a 
crown of glory Abler pens than mine have many times 
written his eulogy, but his best memorial will ever be in 
the hearts of his countrymen, whom he served with such 
fidelity and steadfastness of purpose. 

It is food for serious reflection that within the brief 
space of forty years, in this greatest republic the world has 
ever known, where equal rights and privileges are the 
heritage of all, three of our chief executive officers, each 
born in the humblest ranks of life, and rising by his own 
unaided efforts to the highest place of honor and responsi- 
bility elected thereto by the suffrages of a free people, should 
have been slain by the hand of the assassin. Can it be that 
there is too much liberty in our beloved land? Is human 
nature too weak to be trusted beyond certain limits? Time 
alone can answer that question, and we are not called upon 
to discuss it here. 

ON A SOLID FOUNDATION. 

A friend, writing me recently, so aptly referred to one 
phase of this subject that I will quote his language, believ- 
ing it will prove of interest: 

“The president died, amid sincere public mourning. His 
successor was quietly inaugurated, and the national life went 
on with scarcely a flutter of the pulse, or an accelerated heart 
beat. The national prosperity continued unchecked, and the 
world looked on amazed at the spectacle of a nation which 
could pass through such an experience and not have a single 
day of uncontrolled excitement, or a serious attempt to un- 
settle values. From this incident we learn more than eco- 
nomists and academic students are able to teach us of the 
value of such alliances of interests as have grown up in 
this country among the master minds in finance, trade and 
industry. The New York Clearing House is the most con- 
spicuous example of a beneficent trust ever known since 
the country was founded. Then, as more than once before 
in the history of the country, it held the tiller with a firm 
hand and guided the great flotilla of finance between the 
Scylla of popular apprehension and the Charybdis of specu- 












lative interests, ready to wreck everything in the hope of 
profitable salvage. Such an object lesson was needed to 
show us upon how solid a foundation our unprecedented na- 
tional prosperity is founded, and with how much of pro- 
found wisdom those who organized this government laid the 
basis of our social and political institutions.” 

NECROLOGICAL. 

Since we last met, death has visited our ranks, and taken 
a larger number than usual from our membership. 

R. R. Finch of New York City; N. Brayer of Rochester, 
N. Y.; George W. Walker of Boston; G. H. Holland of St. 
Louis, Mo.; E. Enrich of Columbus, Ohio; A. T. Hender- 
son of Reading, Pa.; W. H. Shick of Reading, Pa., and E. 
W. Fiske of Boston, have joined the silent majority during 
the past year. I regret that with the exception of Mr. Walker 
and Mr. Fiske, my acquaintance with these gentlemen was 
very limited, and I suggest that a committee be appointed 
to draft suitable memorials, and that the same be inscribed 
on our records, and become a part of the proceedings of this 
meeting. 

A CAREER OF CONTINUED SUCCESS. 

I desire to say a few words, however, in reference to 
Mr. Walker and Mr. Fiske, who for many years were my 
neighbors and friends, and of whom I can speak from per- 
sonal knowledge. 

Mr. George Willis Walker, at the time of his death one 
of the oldest stove manufacturers in New England, and presi- 
dent of the Walker & Pratt Mfg. Co. of Boston, was born 
in 1827, in Exeter, Maine, near Bangor. He worked on his 
father’s farm until he was eighteen years of age, when he 
came to Boston to seek his fortune, entering the employ- 
ment of a retail stove dealer. In 1853 he was employed by 
Fuller, Warren & Co. as a traveling salesman; after five 
years’ service he took the agency of their goods, and opened 
a retail store in Boston ori’ his own account. From that 
time on his career was one of continued success. Subse- 
quently, his business was united with that of Miles Pratt 
& Co., foundrymen, and the present corporation of the 
Walker & Pratt Mfg. Co. was formed in 1874. 

He had the respect and confidence of all who knew him. 
He held many public offices in Malden, where he resided, 
and represented the city in the state legislature in 1885-86, 
and served as presidential elector in 1892. He was an able 
merchant, a fair competitor, and a sincere friend. His word 
was always as good as his bond. 


AN ABLE MAN. 

Mr. Eben Winslow Fiske, secretary of the Smith & 
Anthony Co., who died on April 29, at Waltham, Mass., 
was born in that town May 22, 180. He commenced busi- 
ness with the Smith & Anthony Co. as a clerk soon after 
graduating from the high school, in 1879, and as a result of 
his faithfulness was rapidly advanced from one position to 
another until he was made secretary of the company, which 
position he held at the time of his death. 

Mr. Fiske was an alderman of the City of Waltham 
for three terms, being president during his last term, filling 
the office with the fidelity and ability characteristic of the 
man. By ‘his death the stove trade of New England has 
lost an associate who was honored by all who knew him. 


LOCAL ASSOCIATIONS, 

The local associations, as I have said at the beginning, 
are the real sources of our mutual helpfulness. Where a 
member of one association seeks trade in territory governed 
by another of which he is not a member, great care should 
be taken to learn fully the rules adopted by the local asso- 
ciation governing that territory before quoting prices or 
selling goods therein. Our secretary is always prepared 
and glad to impart this information, and simple good faith 
between ourselves requires that we rigidly observe this rule 
of conduct. 

IN UNION THERE IS STRENGTH. 

We are glad to welcome to-day, as guests, so many 
friends whom we should be pleased to enroll in our ranks. 
Let us strive to make the advantages of membership so evi- 
dent that no manufacturer of stoves can afford to remain 
outside. In union is strength. Can we not easily find some 











common ground on which we can loyally and firmly stand, 
and so correct many of the abuses which have gradually crept 
into our business, and unless rooted out, may become fixed 
habits to control our future action? I allude to such matters 
as free blacking, freight allowances, free deliveries, allow- 
ances for goods broken in transit, advertising for customers, 
etc., etc., and whatever we do, let us be true to ourselves, 
and to each other. 
TAKING A LONG STEP FORWARD. 

The criticism has been heard in the past that we, in 
convention, were too much like sign posts, pointing the 
way, but never going therein. Let us prove the falsity of 
such an aspersion by making this meeting one long to be 
remembered, for the helpful measures adopted, and for its 
wise legislation, as well as for the good fellowship dis- 
played, and for which all our past meetings have been not- 
able. No one values more highly than myself the social 
features of our convention life, but we must all agree that 
the opportunity should not be lost to do some good work for 
our common cause, and that year by year these gatherings 
should enable each of us to take a long step forward and up- 
ward toward a better way of business life and action. 


MAINTENANCE OF PRICES. 
It seems hardly necessary for me at this time to impress 
upon you the importance of maintaining the prices fixed by 
the local associations. The cgst of labor and all materials 
entering into our productions has advanced to a point where 
it is impossible to sell stoves and like goods to-day at the 
prices that prevailed during the past year without positive 
loss to the manufacturer. Those who have not already se- 
cured their supplies for the year may indeed find it impos- 
sible in the near future to obtain their requirements. 


CLASSIFICATION OF FREIGHT. 


The welfare of the association can be promoted by taking 
some action in reference to the present methods of classifica- 
tion of freight by the railroads. I recommend that a com- 
mittee be appointed to take this matter up at once with the 
Transcontinental Freight Bureau. There is no good reason 
why, if we load and ship a full car of goods, we should be 
compelled to pay the rate for “less than carload” lots. But 
under the existing rules the railroad inspector is instructed 
to examine the contents of the cars, and if a portion are 
stoves and the balance furnaces, or any other goods carry- 
ing under their classification a different tariff rate, to change 
the billing and charge a “less than carload” rate for all. At 
the present time this rule does not apply to all parts of the 
country, but if we do not as a body protest against such 
an injustice I believe it will be but a question of time when 
it will be made to apply universally 

PRAISE FOR SECRETARY HOGAN. 


In closing, I wish to express my deep sense of obliga- 
tion to our efficient secretary for his able and courteous as- 
sistance during the past year—to the executive committee 
whose services have at all times been at the command of the 
members of this association—to our treasurer and to the 
entire membership for the kind words and helpful sugges- 
tions which I have so often received, and which have made 
the honor of serving you one of the most pleasurable ex- 
periences of my life. 

President Parlin was followed by Lazard Kahn, who gave 
an able address on the subject, “Consolidation, Can It Be 
Successfully Applied to the Stove Business?” This topic was 
discussed by many members, the discussion being ied by 
Geo. H. Barbour, Detroit; Henry Cribben, Chicago; J. W. 
Van Cleave, St. Louis; A. C. Mott, Philadelphia; C. S. Prizer, 
Reading, and Walter P. Warren, Troy, and others. 

The convention adjourned at 1:30 p. m., to reconvene at 
3 p. m. for further discussion of the question. 





STOVE TRUST A FIASCO. 

From 4 to 7 p. m. Thursday a star chamber session 
of some thirty stove manufacturers .who had given 
options on their plants was held in the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, under the auspices of the “Big Four.” The 
result of the celebrations left the projected stove trust no 
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nearer completion than it was sixteen years ago. In fact, the 
tactics of the promoting ring alienated the confidence of the 
trade, and many manufacturers in the corridors of the hotel 
made comparisons between the railroad and steel mergers, 
sponsored by reputable financiers, and managed by the best 
available talent, and the Big Four methods in not taking man- 
ufacturers into their confidence and not even guaranteeing 
that they themselves will stick. 
rHE SCHEME IS FULL OF FLAWS. 

The bulk of the firms represented outside of the promoters 
are bon-revenue producers. Then, too, it is pointed out that 
one of this quartet recently increased its capital stock from 
$300,000 to $3,000,000, and who paid out every cent of its sur- 
plus in dividends, would get $750,000 cash for its plant, besides 
a substantial rake-off as promoters of the scheme. It is a good 
scheme for the insiders, but what will their passengers do 
when the promoters take to the life boats and leave their ven- 
ture to its fate. As we go to press it looks like a minor 
amalgamation. Whether Jonah will swallow the whale or the 
whale swallow Jonah is not apparent. 





CONVENTIONALITIES. 


The 1902 convention of the National Association 
of Stove Manufacturers will pass into history as the 
year of the big fire. President Parlin had just made an 
announcement that the New York city delegation had 
arranged for a conflagration in which much tobacco 
would be burned, referring to the smoker, of course, 
and that fluids would be supplied if things got too hot, 
when water began to drip from the ceiling and an 
adjournment was taken on account of a blaze in the 
room above. When the delegates reassembled, after 
fifteen minutes’ intermission, the only mark left by the 
fire was a hole near the window casement about big 
enough to put one’s fist through. President Parlin 
was naturally joked a good deal about this striking 


coincidence and clever hints at incendiarism were 
freely made. So much for coincidence No. 1. Coin- 


cidence No. 2 was that the topic under discussion dur- 
ing the session was consolidation and the trend of dis- 
cussion was adverse. Then came this additional cold 
water on the project via the ceiling. Taken all in all, 
it was quite a whimsical little incident. Wm. J. Myers, 
the popular chairman of the local entertainment com- 
mittee, did not read his customary paper on export 
trade, which has been a leading feature of several 
past conventions. Mr. Myers is a great believer in 
the future of the American stove abroad, but thinks 
heathen Chinee is peculiar in stoves, as well as in other 
matters, as the celestial stove jobbers sell the pig-tailed 
dealers stoves at 49 cents which it would cost an Amer- 
ican foundry $1.10 to make. 

Edward Ireland of the Matthews & Willard Mfg. 
Co., Waterbury, Conn., is very popular with the stove 
fraternity, and was kept busy in the corridors of the 
Waldorf-Astoria greeting his many friends in the 
trade. Mr. Ireland is an old-time camp follower, hav- 
ing answered to roll call with unfailing regularity year 
after year. This firm have just added to their line of 
stove jewelry some very neatly finished wrought steel 
stove rings. 


The New York city stove men proved themselves 
very disobedient. When the members of the N. A. S. 
M. decided a year ago to come to New York they dis- 
tinctly said that they came uninvited and ordered their 
New York city membership not to do any entertaining. 
But orders or no orders, New Yorkers have wills of 
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their own, and under the leadership of Chairman Wm. 
J. Myers an Entertainment Committee was formed 
consisting of P. B. Acker, A. L. Canfield, G. W. 
Butcher, Eugene Munsell, Edward Bowditch, R. H. 
Horne, E. E. Dickinson, Henry T. Richardson, F. L. 





Sheppard and E. F. Hill. This committee provided 
the delightful smoker Thursday night and the thanks 
of the stove fraternity goes out to them for their cour- 
teous hospitality.

SECRETARY OF THE MINNESOTA RETAIL 

DEALERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

The trade will learn with deep regret of the de- 
mise of Mr. Thomas McCracken, the secretary of the 
Minnescta iXetail Hardware Dealers’ Association, and 
also secretary of the Retail Hardware Dealers’ Mutual 
Insurance Co., who died Sunday evening, May 11, at 
his late residence, 2020 Oakland avenue, Minneapo- 
lis, Minn. 

His sickness and death was caused by septic blood 
poisoning resulting from dental operations soon after

resident of the Northwest for over a quarter of a 
century and had been prominently identified with the 
retail hardware business of Minneapolis for many 
years. Up to almost the last his wonderful vitality 
enabled him to pursue his manifold duties, but about 
two weeks ago it was seen that a recovery was out of 
the question. As soon as he became aware of the seri- 
ousness of his illness he made all arrangements to place 
his business affairs in good shape. The last week of 
his illness he suffered terrible pain and was in intense 
agony nearly all the time. Surrounded by the mem- 
bers of his family, the final summons came last Sunday 
evening. 

Mr. McCracken was 58 years of age and was born in 
Wisconsin. In the latter part of 1889 he was elected 
secretary of the Retail Hardware Dealers’ Association, 
and was unanimously re-elected at the annual con- 
vention held in Minnesota the following year, at the 
annual convention held in Duluth in 1901 and at the 
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annual election held at St. Paul last February. He 
was also secretary of the Retail Hardware Dealers’ 
Mutual Fire Insurance Co., and filled both positions to 
the satisfaction of the officers and directors and large 
membership of this organization. He had hosts of 
friends in the hardware and other lines of business in 
Minneapolis, St. Paul, in Minnesota and Wisconsin 
and all the Northwestern states. 

Mr. McCracken leaves a widow and four children— 
one daughter and three sons. The funeral was held 
Tuesday afternoon from his late residence. The cere- 
monies were very simple and appropriate and there 
were numberless floral decorations. The Minneapolis 
Hardware Association sent a floral offering represent- 
ing a saw, elaborate in design and very appropriate.

Let the length of the line a c represent half the cir- 
cumference of the ball, or from pole to pole. Divide 
the equatorial circumference into as many equal parts 
as you desire pieces for its construction. Let the 
length of b d equal one of them, the center of which 
shall cross the center of ac at right angles. Now draw 
the straight lines ab and bc. From the center of each 











draw at right angle the lines c and f until they meet at 
g. With your dividers at g draw the area b c, and 
with the same sweep draw a d c, allowing soldering 
edges as per dotted line. Cut a piece of tin true to 
the equatorial circumference, to be used as a guide in 
doing the raising of the sections. Cut another piece 
that shall represent half the circumference, to be used 
as a guide in doing the raising of the section. Cut 
another piece that shall represent half the circumfer- 
ence, or from pole to pole, for a guide for forming your 
sections. The more carefully you work the less trou- 
ble you will have to get the ball round. 

If the ball is to be put high up on a ball or steeple, 
it must be made at least one and one-half (114) inches 
to the foot diameter greater from pole to pole than it 
is through at the equator, or else it will look flat or

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AGREE ON APPRENTICESHIP QUESTION. 








The Chicago Employers’ Association and the Sheet 
Metal Workers’ Union have finally settled the vexed 
apprenticeship question. They have decided that boys 
between the ages of 14 and 18 years are eligible, and 
must serve four years. Applicants must file their names 
before the joint arbitration board of the organization, 
which will pass on them. If acceptable the apprentice 
will receive a certificate and furnished employment. 
Each contractor is privileged to hire one apprentice 
every two years, and he must keep this one steadily 
employed, or no apprentice will be assigned to him for 
two years. These are wages as agreed upon during 
the four years’ term of apprenticeship: First year, $4 
per week; second, $6 per week; third year, $9 per 
week ; fourth and last year, $12 per week; after serv- 
ing the allotted time he must join the sheet metal work- 
ers’ union.

NEW SOLDERING SCHETIE. 





J. B. Merkel, a Chicago inventor, has hit upon an 
idea of substituting the sun’s rays for the iron used 
in soldering metal. Mr. Merkel’s soldering outfit con- 
sists of a large and powerful burning glass, and a 
stick of specially prepared solder. The sun’s rays are 
concentrated in the burning glass, and are then focused 
at a fine point on the end of the stick of solder. The 
adhesive material melts and falling upon two pieces of 
metal unites them firmly. Ordinary solder cannot be 
used with this new device on account of its hardness. 
A special soft composition made of pure zinc, lead and 
bismuth in certain proportions is used. A special acid 
made of carbolic acid in which zinc has been dissolved 
to the point of saturation is also used. The solder 
treated by this new fmethod will soften and dissolve in 
boiling water and when brought into contact with a 
higher temperature.

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SHOP TREATMENT OF BURNS. 


To treat large or deep burns the aid of a physician 
is required. It is necessary to avoid resort to ink, 
which is often used to relieve the pain. Besides tan- 
nate of iron, the constituent of ink which has some- 
times occasioned its recommendation, there are often 
poisonous coloring matters, the absorption of which 
by the skin may lead to grave results. The following 
is a series of recipes which may be found useful: 

1. Cocaine pomatum. On the burned region is ap- 
plied the following: 


Hydrochlorate of cocaine...... I gramme. 
Aristol (biniodic thermol) .... 4 ”

Repeat the application every two hours until the 
pain is suppressed. 
2. Oleo-calic-carbonate liniment : 


Hydrated quicklime (slaked lime).... 100 grammes.

EE arieeas & fas dberse se véedadee . 1,000 ™ 


Add to 100 grammes of the above mixture 200 
grammes of arachic acid and agitate them in a large- 
mouthed flask. Thus you obtain a liniment having 
considerable consistency which can advantageously 








be used for dressing burns, of which it hastens and 
regularizes healing. 


3. Another liniment:

Mix. Leaves of cotton wadding are moistened with 
the mixture and applied upon the regions of the burns. 
4. Another liniment:

Mix while agitating. A compress saturated with 
this mixture is applied to the burn. This is covered 
over with other cold compresses, and if need be with a 
rubber bag of ice. 


5. New remedy. This is a remedy which advan- 
tageously replaces the old formule. It is employed 
at the Hospital St. Louis. When anyone is burned 
from whatever cause, immediately apply compresses 
kept constantly moistened with the following solution: 

Picric acid 
Water 

The pain will gradually become less acute, and the 
slough which may form will be driven off. 

A saturated solution of chlorate of potash may be 
substituted for the above in case of necessity, but the 
results are often less satisfactory. 

The yellow stains of picric acid may be removed 
with carbonate of lithia—Indian Textile Journal.
